Fans Stand 
By Their Man 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I Jubilant 
fans of Michael Jackson erupt- 
ed in chants of “innocent” and 
strewed confetti outside the court- 
house Monday as the pop star was 
cleared of child molestation and 
other charges.

Jury acquits Jackson 
on all charges, ending 
lurid molestation trial 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I A jury acquit- 
ted Michael Jackson on Monday of 
molesting a 13 -year- old cancer sur- 
vivor at his Neverland ranch — exon- 
erating the pop star who insisted he 
was the victim of mother- and- son 
con artists and a prosecutor with 
a vendetta. 

Jurors also acquitted Jackson of 
getting the boy drunk and of con- 
spiring to imprison his accuser and 
the boy’s family at the storybook 
estate — a total legal victory but 
one that may do little to improve his 
bizarre image. Jackson had faced 
nearly 20 years in prison. 

The courtroom was deathly still 
as the verdicts were read. Jackson, 
as motionless as he had been 
throughout the trial, dabbed at his 
eyes with a tissue. One of his lawyers 
burst into tears as the first verdicts 
were announced, and Jackson later 
stood and was embraced by his chief 
lawyer, Thomas Mesereau Jr. 

As he left court, Jackson, looking 
drawn, held his hand to his heart 
and blew kisses to the screaming 
crowd. He was escorted by his 
aides into a black SUV, and made 
no immediate public statement. 

Santa Barbara County District 
Attorney Tom Sneddon sat with his 
head in his hands. 

“Obviously, we’re disappoint-

ed in the verdict ... but we believe 
in the system of justice,” Sneddon 
told reporters. He said he had not 
yet spoken to the accuser’s family 
about the outcome. 


In a news conference later, jurors 
remained guarded about details of 
their deliberations but offered some 
insight. One said that at the out- 
set they got beyond the fact that 


Jackson is a celebrity and treated 
him like anyone else. 

Several jurors said they were 
irritated by the testimony of the 
accuser’s mother, who stared at 
the jury and snapped her fingers 
at them. 

The verdict — reached after 
about 30 hours of deliberations over 
seven days — ended a star-stud- 
ded, four-month trial that offered 
a global audience a lurid look into 
the weird world of Michael Jackson 
and presented jurors with vastly dif- 
ferent portraits of him. 

During the trial, defense law- 
yers described Jackson as a human- 
itarian who wanted to protect kids 
and give them the life he never had 
while growing up as a child star.

Bias Cited in Murder Case 


Prosecutors who tried 
black man stacked jury 
with whites, court says 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
warned prosecutors on Monday to 
use care in striking minorities from 
juries, siding with black murder sus- 
pects in Texas and California who 
contended their juries had been 
unfairly stacked with whites. 

Justice Clarence Thomas, the 
only black member of the high 
court, voted against both suspects, 
including the Texas inmate whose 
death sentence was overturned. 

The court used the cases to bol- 


ster its 1986 decision barring pros- 
ecutors from disqualifying potential 
jurors based on their race. 

In the Texas case, the court 
ordered a new trial for death row 
inmate Thomas 
Miller-El, who 
had been con- 
victed for the 
1985 murder of 
a 25-year-old 
Dallas motel 
clerk. 

Justice David 
H. Souter, writing the 6-3 decision, 
said there was strong evidence of 
prejudice during jury selection. He 
noted that black jurors were ques- 


tioned more aggressively about the 
death penalty, and the pool was 
“shuffled” at least twice by prose- 
cutors, apparently to increase the 
chances whites would be selected.

HIV Infections on the Rise 


CDC: Over a million 
Americans estimated 
to be living with virus 

ATLANTA I More than a million 
Americans are believed to be living 
with the vims that causes AIDS, the 
government said Monday in a report 
that reflects both a victory and a 
failure in fighting the disease. 

While better medicines are 
keeping more people with HIV 
alive, government health officials 
have failed to “break the back” of 
the AIDS epidemic by their stated 
goal of 2005. This is believed to be 
the first time the 1 million mark has 


been passed since the height of the 
epidemic in the 1980s. 

New medicines that weren’t 
around in 1981 have allowed peo- 
ple infected with the virus to live 
longer, said Dr. Ronald Valdiserri, 
deputy director of the CDC’s 
National Center for HIV, STD 
and TB Prevention. 

“While treatment advances have 
been an obvious godsend to those 
living with the disease, it presents 
new challenges for prevention,” he 
said as the National HIV Prevention 
Conference got under way. 

That in part is why the CDC 
has been unable to fulfill the 
2001 pledge made by the agency’s 


Dr. Robert Janssen to “break the 
back” of the epidemic by cutting 
in half the estimated 40,000 new 
HIV infections that have occurred 
every year since the 1990s. 

Health officials believe the pre- 
vention failure in part has come 
from an abandonment of safe sex 
practices by gay and bisexual men 
— who account for almost half of 
HIV cases. 

The new estimates indicate 
blacks account for 47 percent of 
HIV cases; gay and bisexual men 
make up 45 percent of those liv- 
ing with the virus that causes 
AIDS, the health agency believes.

Earth-Like Planet Spotted 


WASHINGTONIA planet that may be 
Earth-like — but too hot for life as 
we know it — has been discovered 
orbiting a nearby star. 

The discovery of the planet, with 
an estimated radius about twice that 
of Earth, was announced Monday at 
the National Science Foundation. 

“This is the smallest extrasolar 
planet yet detected and the first 
of a new class of rocky terrestrial 
planets,” Paul Butler of the Carnegie 
Institution in Washington said in 
a statement. “It’s like Earth’s big- 
ger cousin.” 

Geoffrey Marcy, professor 


of astronomy at the University 
of California, Berkeley, added: 
“Over 2,000 years ago, the Greek 
philosophers Aristotle and Epicurus 
argued about whether there were 
other Earth-like planets. Now, for 
the first time, we have evidence 
for a rocky planet around a nor- 
mal star.” 

It is orbiting a star called Gliese 
876, 15 light years from Earth, with 
an orbit time of just 1.94 Earth 
days. They estimated the surface 
temperature on the new planet 
at between 400 degrees and 750 
degrees Fahrenheit, (ap)

Pope Benedict XVI had endorsed 
a call by Italian bishops for a boy- 
cott of the vote, held Sunday and 
Monday. The four ballot measures 
drew 25.9 percent of eligible voters, 
far below the required 50 percent- 
plus- one for the results to be bind- 
ing on Parliament. 

The referendums would have 
ended a limit on the number of 
embryos that can be created at one 
time and lifted bans on freezing them 
for future implantation or screening 
them for defects. In addition, a pro- 
vision that gives embryos the same 
legal rights as those who are born 
would have been eliminated. 

The vote was seen as a test of the 
Vatican’s influence in a country that 
is overwhelmingly Roman Catholic 
but has strayed from church doc- 
trine, notably by approving divorce 
and abortion decades ago.

EU Official: Bloc Should Slow Expansion 


Obscure native tongue 
of Ireland joins 19 
others, at some expense 

DUBLIN, IRELAND I The European 
Union is saying “Failte ! ” — Welcome ! 
— to Gaelic, Ireland’s little -used 
native tongue. 

But while official status is a 
boost to those campaigning to 
save the language from extinc- 
tion, the move comes with a price: 
It will require the hiring of an esti- 
mated 30 Gaelic speakers at a cost 
to EU taxpayers of about $4.15 mil- 
lion annually. 

Translation costs for the EU’s 20 
official languages had already been 
spiraling out of control. In January, 
officials said the amount was set to 
pass $1 billion following the entry in 
2004 of 10 new EU members chiefly 
from Eastern Europe. 

Critics also say the EU bureaucra- 


cy in Brussels, Belgium, has become a 
Tower of Babel that bogs down deci- 
sion-making, leading to calls for a 
drastic reduction in the number of 
languages used officially. 

Foreign Minister Dermot Ahern 
said the move would go into effect 
Jan. 1, 2007, after which any Irish 
representative could be free to speak 
Gaelic, rather than Ireland’s univer- 
sally spoken English, at EU minis- 
terial meetings or in the European 
Parliament. 

Ireland had been campaigning 
for official EU recognition of Gaelic 
since the first half of 2004, when the 
Irish held the rotating presidency. 

The promotion of Gaelic is wide- 
ly viewed as a political sacred cow 
in Ireland, even though elected rep- 
resentatives and officials — like the 
population at large — almost exclu- 
sively use English. In Ireland’s par- 
liament, less than 2 percent of busi- 
ness is conducted in Gaelic, (ap)

Its Mid-Size Jets 
Put Airbus Ahead 


European plane 
manufaeturer beats 
Boeing for large deal 

LE BOURGET, FRANCE I On the 
first day of the Paris Air Show, 
Airbus came out swinging in its 
fight against Boeing, saying it has 
won enough orders to launch its 
mid-sized A350 jet after beating 
its rival to a 60 -plane deal with 
Qatar Airways. 

After a run of bad news for the 
European plane maker, Qatar 
Airways announced it chose to buy 
up to 60 of Airbus’ A350s instead 
of Boeing’s 787 “Dreamliner.” 

Although the Doha, Qatar- 
based carrier also said it plans to 
buy at least 20 Boeing 777s, the A350 
announcement is a major boost for 
Airbus and a blow to Boeing Co. 
— which had hoped Qatar would 
add to the 266 Dreamliner orders 
already on its books. 


Before the Qatar deal, which 
has yet to be finalized. Airbus had 
announced just 10 nonbinding 
A350 orders from Spanish carrier 
Air Europa. And Boeing’s claims 
— that the A350 was no match 
for its all-new jet — were gaining 
credibility. 

But Qatar’s order was seen as 
a vote of confidence in the latest 
design for the Airbus jet, which now 
includes more lightweight compos- 
ites than originally promised. 

“It’s certainly a well-needed 
morale boost for the A350 pro- 
gram,” said Jon Kutler, head of 
the U.S. aerospace consulting 
group Jefferies Quarterdeck. 

Airbus Chief Executive Noel 
Forgeard said the Qatari deal means 
he now has “more than enough” 
orders to launch the plane. 

Airbus still has to clinch more 
deals if it’s to deliver on its pledge 
to unveil more than 100 new A350 
orders at the show, (ap) 


Morgan Stanley Chief to Step Down 


N E w YO R K I While embattledMorgan 
Stanley Chief Executive Philip J. 
Purcell plans to leave Morgan Stan- 
ley by early next year, he still has a 
difficult agenda to complete: halting 
a stream of high-level resignations, 
reversing a new earnings disappoint- 
ment and silencing the criticism that 


led to his own departure. 

Acknowledging that calls for his 
ouster and the exodus of employ- 
ees have hurt the venerable Wall 
Street investment bank, Purcell said 
Monday he will retire as soon as a 
successor can be found, but no later 
than the company’s annual share- 


holder meeting next March. 

News of Purcell’s planned retire- 
ment came three days after nine 
stock traders quit, the latest in a 
string of Morgan Stanley execu- 
tives to leave. The resignations led 
a group of dissident shareholders 
and former executives to publicly 
call for Purcell’s firing and a reorga- 
nization at Morgan Stanley, (ap)

‘46’ defense designed 
to free star linebacker 
from opposing blocks 

RAVENS I No one is happier to be a 
part of the Baltimore Ravens’ new 
46 defense than middle linebacker 
Ray Lewis, who can’t wait to again 
experience the freedom of hunting 
down running backs without the 
hassle of shaking off bothersome 
offensive linemen. 

The 46 defense was originally 
devised by Buddy Ryan for the 1986 
Chicago Bears, who won a Super 
Bowl behind the standout play of 
middle linebacker Mike Singletary. 
Ryan is the father of Ravens first- 
year defensive coordinator Rex Ryan, 
who has installed the high-pressure 
alignment in part to allow Lewis to 
attack the football without having 
to take on isolation blocks.

I’m like a 
little kid all over again.” 

Playing last season in the 3-4 
alignment of defensive coordina- 
tor Mike Nolan, who left to the San 


Francisco 49ers coach, Lewis led the 
Ravens with 200 tackles and was 
selected to the Pro Bowl for a sev- 
enth time. But his effectiveness was 
dependent upon his ability to battle 
through blocks of linemen.

Dear Brendan; 

Most Federal Stafford and Parent Loan (PLUS) interest rates 


are based on the 91 -day Treasury bill as auctioned during the 
last auction in May, with a certain margin added depending 
on what type of loan it is and when it was originated and 
disbursed. The 91 -day T-bill rate this year is 1 .93 percent 
higher than last year’s, which means that Stafford Loans 
disbursed on or after July 1 , 1998 and currently in repayment 
will increase from their historically low rates to 5.3 percent, 
while those in an in-school, grace or deferment status will 
rise to 4.7 percent. PLUS loans disbursed on or after July 1 , 
1998 will increase to 6.1 percent. These rates are effective 
from July 1 , 2005 until June 30, 2006 so in order to “lock in” 
your current lower interest rate, you would need to have a 
completed application received by your loan holder on or 
before June 30, 2005. If your loans were disbursed prior to 
July 1 , 1998, you can contact your lender to find out what 
your new interest rate will be.

Consolidation While In School 


I have heard a lot about in-school consolidation prior to the 
interest rate hike, however I haven’t been able locate any 
companies offering anything other than loan consolidation 
after graduation or while in the grace period. Do you know 


of anyone who offers consolidation for students still in 
school and who would you recommend?

Dear Ginny; 

Only Federal Direct Loan Program borrowers are allowed to 
consolidate while in an actual in-school status. Federal 
Family Education Loan Program borrowers who are still in 
school, however, can request to waive their in-school and 
grace periods and consolidate their loans. Once the 
consolidation is complete, you can again defer your loans 
while you finish school assuming you are enrolled at least 
halftime. 

I would contact your lender and specifically tell them you 
wish to be placed in repayment for the purposes of 
consolidating your loans. Make sure you get your completed 
application into the lender by June 30 to lock in the lower 
interest rate. 

Parent Loans Like Other Loans? 

Dear Betsy; 

Do PLUS loans work like the Guaranteed Student Loans I 
remember from when I went to college (i.e., they have 
lower interest rates and don’t require payment until some 
period after college completion)? 

Thanks in advance for your help on this one.

Dear Kurt; 

PLUS loans are a bit different in that the parent rather than 
the student is the borrower and they go into repayment 60 
days after the loan is fully disbursed to the school. They do 
indeed have lower interest rates than most other consumer 
loans though, and offer several lower payment and 
deferment options if you should have 
difficulty.

Researchers probe 
the power of prayer 
in ‘distant healing’ 

SAN FRANCISCO | On an operating 
table at a medical center in San 
Francisco, a breast cancer patient 
is undergoing surgery. But this 
will be no ordinary surgery. Three 
thousand miles away, a shamanic 
healer has been sent the woman’s 
name, a photo and details about 
the surgery. 

For each of the next eight days, 
the healer will pray 20 minutes for 
the cancer patient’s recovery, with- 
out her knowledge. A surgeon has 
inserted two small fabric tubes into 
her groin that will enable research- 
ers to measure how fast she heals. 

The woman is a patient in an 
extraordinary government-fund- 
ed study that seeks to determine 
whether prayer can heal patients 
from afar — known as “distant heal- 
ing.” In recent years, medicine has 
increasingly shown interest in the 
effect of prayer and spirituality on 
health. A survey of 31,000 adults 
released last year by the national 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention found that 43 percent 
of U.S. adults prayed for their own 
health, while 24 percent had oth-

ers pray for their health. 

“Almost every community in 
the world has a prayer for the sick, 
which they practice when a member 
of their community is ill,” said Dr. 
Mitchell Krucoff, a Duke University 
cardiologist. “It is a ubiquitous cul- 
tural practice,” which deserves clini- 
cal research. 

The study of distant healing was 
once the realm of eccentric scien- 
tists, but now researchers at promi- 
nent institutions are involved in the 
field. And the National Institutes 
of Health has spent $2.2 million on 
studies of distant healing and inter- 


cessory prayer since 2000. 

Some people think that money is 
not being well spent. “You can’t use 
science to prove God,” said John T. 
Chibnall of the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine in Missouri. 

“Faith is faith. Science is science. 
Don’t use science to strengthen or 
diminish belief in God,” Chibnall 
said. 

While some scientists oppose such 
studies, others question whether it 
is possible to devise a scientifically 
valid method for measuring some- 
thing as nebulous as the power of 
prayer. What constitutes a “dose” of 
prayer? How does one define prayer? 
“There are enormous methodologi- 
cal and conceptual problems with 
the studies of distant prayer,” said 
Dr. Richard Sloan of Columbia 
University in New York. “Nothing 
in our understanding of our uni- 
verse or ourselves suggests how the 
thoughts of one group of people could 
influence the physiology of people 
3,000 miles away.” 

But investigators have contin- 
ued to look at the possible effects 
of remote prayer and similar dis- 
tant healing techniques. Numerous 
experiments involving prayer and 
distant healing have also been done 
involving animals and plants. Hilary

Foo Fighters’ Dave

NEW THINGS I Try as he might, the 
Foo Fighters leader just can’t write 
a song without a strong melody. 

“That’s the bane of my existence,” 
said Dave Grohl. “I’d love to write 
Motorhead and Slayer songs all day 
long. I love writing riffs and com- 
ing up with heavy patterns, but at 
the end of the day. I’m a sucker for 
a sweet melody, whether it’s the 
Beach Boys or ABBA.” 

Melodies abound on “In Your 
Honor,” a two -disc set coming from 
the Foos June 14 on RCA. 

The first disc is a straight-ahead 
rock album, while the second fea- 
tures 10 acoustic songs. 

“I look at this record as kind 
of the end of one chapter and the 
beginning of something new,” Grohl 
says. “The last 10 years have all been 
about working up to this point. With 
the rock record, we finally got the 
aggressive, anthemic thing down. 
With the acoustic album, it offers 
some kind of look into the future of 
things we’re capable of doing and 
the direction we could move if we 
wanted to.” 


The idea, Grohl says, was to 
span the musical range of the 
band — which also includes Taylor 
Hawkins, Nate Mendel and Chris 
Shiflett — by showing the extremes 
of its sound. 

When Grohl started writing the 
music, he envisioned composing a 
film score. Then it morphed into 
an acoustic album of songs, and 


then, he says, “I realized I couldn’t 
live without rock ’n’ roll,” and the 
double -album was born. 

With the rock album, Grohl says 
he focused on “general themes that 
everyone can get their hands on.” 
But for the acoustic set, he wrote 
lyrics that are “vulnerable and 
revealing.” Guests include Norah 
Jones, Queens of the Stone Age’s 


Josh Homme and Led Zeppelin’s 
John Paul Jones. 

The band hits Europe this sum- 
mer and will begin a U.S. tour in 
September. Grohl is already excit- 
ed.

Mob Movies’ Made Man 


Nicholas Pileggi 
gives a screen voice 
to real-life thugs 

MILESTONES I The extravagant 
rise and fall of Sin City’s impec- 
cably dressed mobsters was first 
created in the mind of a former 
ink- stained reporter.
